That the operation of an excessive number of small transportation 
units similar to that shown in the above table inevitably adds to the 
congestion and hazard of the public streets is pointed out in the re- 
port of a SPECIAL TRANSPORTATION COMMITTEE of the jOAKLAND 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE AND COMMERCIAL CLUB CONSOLIDATED 
presented some time ago under the caption of "THE JITNEY, FROM 
THE COMMUNITY STANDPOINT." The following quotations are from 
that report: 


'^ 
"The Committee has hearcl no dissenting voice as to the increased traffic hazard 


due to the jitneys. That this is so needs no other argument than to ask the ob- 
server to watch the. traffic centers in such characteristic cities as San Francisco, 
Los Angeles and Oakland. The traffic hazard is not only greatly increased nor- 
mally upon the streets, but passengers are subjected to the great risk of the care- 
lessness, dare-deviltry, desire to beat a rival, or to speed up and hurry the unload- 
ing of passengers so that new ones may be taken on, on the part of individual 
drivers; nor can regulation entirely eliminate this risk. Hence we are led to the 
conclusion that the general traffic and the individual passenger risk is greatly in- 
creased by the jitney as it now exists." 


"Approximately thirteen jitneys are required to give the same carrying capacity 


as one street car. 


"For an equal number of passengers passing a given point, it therefore requires 


about six times the operating force for th^ ntnev as ths street car. with decreased 
loading efficiency and resulting lost time therefrom at crowded center?. 


"During the rush hour from 5 to 6 p. m. the average number of passengers 


transported MI the 5-cent limit from the business center of Oakland (a length of 
three blocks on Broadway), is 11,300. 


"This requires 234 cars, with a headway of 35 seconds. To mo^e this same traf- 


fic with jitneys at 13 to 1 would require 3,000 cars. 


"Xo other argument need be advanced a< to the necessity for fewer and larger 


transportation units in congested districts during rush hours, or jiormal hours of 
lar^e traffic."
